aes are few employments more exhilarating 
than to watch the progrefs of improvement, and 
to note the acceffions conftantly made to objects of 
primary value and utility to mankind. In this refpect, 
our occupation, for eleven years paft, has been abund- 
ant in gratification ; and though in our progrefs we 
have found many things to regret, and many to con- 
demn; yet we have watched alfo the regular influx 
of literary wealth; and at ftated periods have paufed 
to enjoy the unmixed contemplation of thofe works, 
on the production of which we are able to congratu- 
late our age and country. We have feen, in this pe- 
riod, Theology illuftrated, Revelation confirmed, the 
lights of Hittory increafed, the walks of Science and 
of Art extended; Philofophy enriched by new difco- 
veries, and Poetry enlivened by fuccefsful excurfions., 
We have illuftrated the labours of men, whofe names 
have become a fufficient panegyric, and whom, there. 
fore, we might here with pleafure enumerate, were 
not fo large a part of them ftill living, as to give it 
the appearance of adulation. Thefe have been de- 
ne ul tafks; and whoever fhall recur to all, or any 
of our three and twenty Prefaces*, will enjoy, without 
the labour, aconfiderable fhare of that fatistaction we 
have now defcribed; he will fee the glories of his

rays of Britifh Genius, for fo long a portion of time, 
will ever be a grateful recollection. _Let.us proceed 
in this occupation. 


Divinity. 


We begin with a work of general inftruction, though 
we go to the North for it... Proieflor Hi//, in his 
Theological lujiitutes*, has at once given an introduc- 
tion to the ftudy of Divinity, being the heads of 
Lectures delivered by him at St. Andrew’s, a view of 
the Church of Scotland, and counfels refpecting the 
Pattoral Office: and, though.he writes like a faithful 
fon of the Church which he deforibes, he has given 
but little caufe of complaint to thofe of different fen- 
timents. Asa book of collateral ufe, the Exguiry of 
the Acv. Thomas Robinfout into the. Necefiiy, Nature, 
and Evidences of Revealed Religion, deferves attention. 
On fuch fubjects, a compilation made with fkill andy 
judgment, by attracting new readers, will. probably 
perform important fervice. As an interpreter of the 
Revelation of Sit. Fobn, Mr. E. Whitaker} has the pe- 
culiar merit of compelling the hiftorian Gibbon to 
give teltimony, in almo({t every inftance, that falls 
within the limits of his chronology, to the fulfill- 
ment of the prophecies. Mr, Galloway$ deferts many 
vf the old interpretations, for applications invented 
by himfelf, and, though we often. diffent from -his 
comments, we are pleafed by the fpirit of his admo- 
nitions. Mr. Overton, whofe book we examined very 
much at large}, continues to be affailed by antagonifts 
of great acutenels; by Mr. PearfonG in two tracts, 
and by Mr. Daubeny in his Vindicie Ecclefie Angli- 
cane**; the former difputing particular points, and

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detecting unfair quotations; the latter, going ftep by, 
ftep over the fame ground with; Mr. O..and in every 
inftance undertaking to reverfe his conclufions.. Of 
the latter work, we fhall fay more in a future Preface, 
Mr. Simeon’s Skeletons, of Sermons, or, as he now 
calls them, in compliance with fome other objectors, 
Helps to Compofition*, are extended to two large vo. 
lumes, befides the original publication. .The plan 
and execution of the work are meritorious ; again{ta 
few particular opinions the reader muft be on his. 
guard. A fecond Englith Diate/faron has been pro- 
duced by Mr. Warnert, exhibiting marks of induftry 
in the notes. We hall foon have occafion to examine 
a fimilar work araplified to three volumes, for what 
purpofes remains to be enquired. Some {mall but 
valuable tracts remain to be brictly noticed. A Lay- 
man’s Earneft. Exbortationt ought to be ‘effectual in 
‘calling the young, more efpecially, but others alfo, to 
the Sacrament: and the three Casechi/ms, by the pre- 
fent Bifbop of St. David’s§, will ferve to place the 
proofs of Revelation within the reach of common 
minds, and to render known and familiar-fuch as are 
moft {triking. 

The pious tract, entitled Hone? Apprehenfions||, will 
fhow the procefs of {criptural inveftigation in an en- - 
lightened, but yet very humble mind; and affords a 
collateral proof of doctrines which the founders of our 
Church had equally deduced by other fteps. 

It remains to notice fingle Difcourles, whether 
from the higher or inferior clergy ; and thefe, being 
at prefent numerous; we may fubdivide into Charges, 
Fatt Sermons, and mifcellancous Difcourfes.... Ln the 
firft of thefe claffes, the Charges of the Bifbops of 
Rochefter§ and London**+ demand. attention:. the 
former, the affectionate addrcis of a, well-known 
friend ; the latter, the paternal admonition of a long

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experienced Bifhop. Each well fuited to the fpeaker, 
and inftructive to the hearers. 
Faft Sermons, which are of neceffity exhortations 
alfo to exertion, in the prefent momentous contefl, 
are in this volume diftinguifhed for excellence as 
well as number. That of Dr. Parr* requires, for fe- 
veral reafons, our firft notice. It is a theoretical and 
practical difcourfe on Patriotifm, of great excellence, 
inting out at once its connection with religion, and 
its peculiar demands on this nation, and at this junc- 
ture. Mr. R. Hall, long ago celebrated in our pages 
for an admirable Sermon againft Atheifmt+, appears 
on this occafion among the moft animated orators, re- 
commending holinefs of life and firmnefs of refolu- 
tion. The fublime fentence, We WILt GLADLY Quit 
THE SCENE, WITH ALL THAT IS NOBLE AND AU- 
GUST, INNOCENT AND HOLY, deferves to wave in let- 
ters of gold on every ftandard that is raifed by the 
defenders of Britain, or to be engraved in living cha- 
racters in the heart of every man that breathes with- 
in its coafts. Another patriotic preacher, of high 
merit, is Mr. James Walker, whofe difcourfe’ was de- 
livered at Edinburgh$. He appears to have travelled 
on the continent; and, having there marked the in- 


 fidious, as well as bloody, progrefs of the French, he 


ftrongly warns his countrymen againft their fallacies, 
which are not lefs dangerous than theirarms. Other 
preachers diftinguifhed in this duty are, Dr. Rees|f, 
Mr. S. Butler of Shrewfbury§, Mr. Pearfon**, the 
able antagonift of Overton, and Mr. Overtont+ him- 
felf. On this fubject, the molt oppofite opinions 
meet; and to whatever denomination a man may, in 
other refpects, belong, as to this infolent and atro- 
cious invafion, he thinks, he writes, and we truft will 
glorioufly act, as a Briton.

To that bad eminence; 


a doétrine which it is much eafier to decry than to 
refute, but which time will gradually place beyond 
the reach of controverfy.. A general view of ‘be Evi- 
dence of Prophecy is taken by Dr. Ogzlviey, in his dif- 
courfe on that fabied, who ably ftates both the prin« 
ciple of that evidence, and fome of the moft ftriking 
applications of it. 


MoRALs. 


We begin this fection with a work which ought 
to have been examined and recorded long ago. We 
confider it as a reproach to overlook any works of 
merit; but it would be {till lefs honourable to perfift 
in an omiffion, in the hope of having it concealed, 
Dr. Pearfon’s Remarks on the Theory of Morals§, the book 
to which we have now alluded, is a work of fuperior cx- 
cellence. We had noticed before|], the Annotations of 
the fame author on Dr. Paley’s Morals; and both to- 
gether form the theory of an author al ways entitled to 
attention and refpect. The peculiar duties of the 
medical profeffion afforded a fertile fubje&t to Dr. 
Percival, whole Medical Ethics], after receiving the 
private fanctionof Dr. Heberden and Mr. Gifborne, are 
at length produced for public utility. Mr. 7. Bowles, 
ever anxious to apply his talents to the beft ufe, has 
eftimated with care the Moral State of Society**, and

tical and Moral View*, the author has, in fome re- 
fpects, increafed its utility, and has alfo added greatly 
to his reproofs, and confequent inftructions. Mo- 
rality has alfo a pleafing and fagacious advocate 
in Mrs. Crefpignyt, whofe Letters to ber Son abound in 
accurate remarks on life and manners, accompanied 
by fuitable advice... They have been publifhed, ac- 
cording to. the Horatian precept, after feveral years 
of referve. 


Law. 


A few books of value muft here be received inftead 
of numbers. When the Judgments and Opinions of a 
diftinguifhed Englifh Judge are given to the world, 
the fterling value of the acquifition is ufually beyond 
all doubt. Such we conceive to be the cafe with 
thofe of Lord Chief Fuftice Wilmott, a man whote well- 
earned reputation is an ample pledge for the merit of 
his judicial labours. Saunders’s Reports, the work of 
another Chief Juftice, have received abundant illu 
tration from the editorial care of Mr. Serjeant Wil- 
liams§. Where nothing can be objected but the 
accumulation of real knowledge, a critic would con- 
demn himfelf, if he fhould mark it with the pen of 
cenfure. Mr, Laft’s Pleas of the Crown), funda! on 
the communications of feveral learned Judges, form 
a moft ufeful treatife for practice in criminal law, 
Two large volumes are now publifhed, and a third is 
to complete the work. A pofthumous book of Mr. 
Powell, entitled Precedents in Conveyancing], has been 
edited by Mr. Barton ; who, about the fame time, be- 
gan, and has made confiderable progrefs in, a work 
of his own, profefling to give be Elements** of the

Po.irics. 
RY 

Nothing caw be nearer to Morality than fome 
branches of political fcience; nothing more remote 
from it than others: but to avoid multiplying claffes 
too far, we fhall unite altogether what might have 
been diftinguifhed under the heads of Political Philo» 
fophy, Finance, and Controverfy. In the firft of 
thefe claffes, the Efiay of Mr. Malibus, on the Princ 
ple of Population*, feemed to demand our particular 
attention. His principal pofition, that population is 
a fymptom, but by no means a caufe of profperity, is 
{upported with much ability. That. he has fome- 
times carried too far the oppofite plan of reftraint, 
we have occafionally fhown; but, at the fame time, 
he has frequently difcovered with acutenefs, and 
illuftrated with felicity. ‘The pamphlet of Lord Sbef- 
field}, on our Navigation and Colonial Sy{ftem, appeals 
to experience to prove the benefit of what has been 
long tried. In the financial line, Mr. M* Arthur's 
Fads}. are oppofed, with much {kill and force, to the 
defponding politicians of the {chool of Price, and de- 
ferve a recommendation which we hope will not be 
the lefs effectual from having been for a while de- 
layed. Much that is ufeful alfo, and of original 
merit, will be found in Mr. Wheatley’s Remarks on 
Currency and Commerce§. ‘The author appears to have 
come to the fubject with a mind peculiarly turned to 
fuch {peculations, and capable of making an indefi- 
nite progrefs in them. The Rep/y to fome Financial 
Mif-fialemenis|| combats falfchood or error with faéts, 
the moft fubftantial mode of oppofition. In the fame

way 
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way does Sir Fr. D’ Iveraois* refute the allegations of 
thofe who would throw the blame of the lait rupture 
upon this country; fhowing, that the preparations of 
the enemy during peace were fuch as to demand re- 
fiftance. 

Inthe Letters of Fiizalbiont, and the general Reply 
of the Near Ob/ervert himfelf to the various affailants 
of his tract, we fee apparently the clofe of a conteft, 
which, like other violent difputes, produced more an- 
gry words than ufeful information. As we would 
not in the flighteft degree renew it, we fhall not here 
even allude to the particular circumftances. 


Hisrory. 


As the ftream of time flows on, the canals of Hif- 
tory will be deduced in various directions from it. 
The Oriental branch, conducted by Mr. MauriceS, 
and drawn from the higheft fources of antiquity, has 
now been carried down to the beginning of the fe- 
venteenth century. ‘To the completion of fo arduous 
a work, every friend to literature will with fuccefs. 
The hiftory of the fea is, in this couhtry, as intereft- 
ing as that of the land, and it is at prefent invefti- 
gated by two authors; Mr. Clarkel], taking the wider 
range of Maritime Difcovery in general, and Capiain 
BurneyG, confining himfelf at prefent to the difcoveries 
made in the South Seas. Both works are at prefent in- 
complete; but their beginnings promife well, and 
parigcniarty in the latter inftance. The hiftory of 
Mathematical Science, as written by a French au- 
thor, Bofut, has been made Englifh by the care of 
Mr, Bonnycafile**. _\t isclearly a work of utility. A 
{ketch of hiftorical particulars, as alluded to in the 
Arms of Families, formed the fubject of an amufing

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volume*, and muft be particularly pleafing to thofe 
who fee their relatives or anceftors recordedin it. A 
finall work, on the hiftory of the unfortunate Tou/- 
faint¥, would not deferve recording here, were it not 
evidently compiled by a writer of diftinguifhed fkill 
andmerit. The facts which it relates are full of hor- 
ror and atrocity. 


BIoGRAPHY. 


Mr. Godwin’s Life of Chaucert, if mentioned at all, 
of which we have doubted, fhould, if poffible, occupy 
au intermediate {pace between the preceding fection 
and this. As a life, .it contains nothing new; as a 
work illuftrative of Englifh hiftory, it is not without 
claims, though a little irregular in their kind. Much 
higher in its demand upon our praife, though ftill 
not without deductions, is Dr. Azkin’s General Bio 
grapby§, of which the fecond, third, and fourth vo- 
fumes were lately in our hands, The biographer is, 
or may be, the moft inftructive of all moralifts. He 
has a folemn truft to difcharge, which demands his 
utmoft vigilance. Nor have we lately feen that truft 
more ably difcharged, than by Mr. A. Chalmers, in the 
Biographical Pretaces which he has written for the 
Britifo Effayifis\. nftruction is there blended with 
amufement, and literary hiftory with found criticifm, 
forming altogether compofitions of peculiar intereft. 
In the Revolutionary Plutar¢bJ, as it is called, much 
is of dubious authority, but Much is alfo curious. In 
thefe very recent hiftories, the chemiftry of time is 
greatly wanted, to diftinguifh the component parts, 
and feparate truth from error. A man who writes 
his own life, like Mr. Dibdin**, is pledged at leaft 
to the truth of the events; in other matters, he mift 
alfo await the teft of time. To the fingular merits

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of Robert Ferguffon, a young Scottith poet, lately re- 
corded*, we can bear teftimony. More extraordi- 
nary productions, feom an author who died at twenty= 
four, cannot ealily be producedf. 


TRAVELS. 


To travel far, and write the hiftory of our travels, 
appear, by common confent, to be delightful opera- 
tions; or, in fome cafes, the labour and hazard of the 
former are compenfated by the pleafure, and ufually 
the profit alfo, of the latter. A medical traveller is 
ufually an intelligent narrator; and Dr. Wittman, in 
his Travels in Turkey, does not deviate from that 
character. Though called to the ifland of Cey/on by 
duty of a different kind, Capiain Percival§ has well 
reported the ftate and peculiarities of that ifland, ina 
book which might have been arranged with Topo- 
graphy, had we been prepared at prefent with a clafs 
of that kind, Our account of the travels of the illuf- 
trious philofopher Pallas is now completed}: his de- 
fcription of the Sousbern Provinces of Ruffia forms two 
volumes of uncommon merit, particularly for the no- 
tices of natural productions,which the author was fo well 
qualified to inveftigate and defcribe. The defcription 
given of Spain, by Fi/cher], a German traveller, is lively 
and characteriftic; yet Spain is {till comparatively lefs 
known, as being lefs vifited, than many other parts 
of Europe. Accounts of France, on the contrary, 
are multiplied beyond meafure. In that changeful 
ftate, almoft every fucceeding year produces frefh to- 
pics for defcription. Of our late defcribers, the moft 
expenfive is » Holcrofi**; his book is certainly

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amufing, but that amufement is a luxury not cheaply 
to be enjoyed. , Our other Parifian travellers, Mr. 
Yorke* and Mr. Eyret, have their refpective merits, 
and make much lefs formidable claims upon the pur- 
chafer. Of our travellers at home, the moft magnifi- 
cent at prefent is Mr. Campbellf, whole Fourney in 
North Britain abounds with picturefque decorations 
rather more than with original narrative., Mr. Hut. 
ton§, the venerable and amufing pedeftrian, has wan- 
dered in the North; and has well defcribed, not only 
Scarborough, which his title announces, but York alfo, 
on which place it is filent. Mrs. Murray's Guidel| is 
certainly an agreeable companion in a poftchaife or 
elfewhere, and well completes a publication which 
was fuccefstully commenced. 

If not as Travels, yet as ferving the fame end, we 
muft finally fpeak of the Pi&ure/que Reprefentation of 
Ruffian MaunersG. — The firft volume, out of three, is 
publifhed feparately; and the work promifes to be 
worthy of the fplendid clafs to which it belongs. 


ScIENCE AND PHILOSOPHY. 


In this place, the firft mention is due to Mathema- 
tical Science, and in that to pure Geometry, in which 
Bifoop Horfley’s edition of Euclid** ftands highly dif- 
tinguifhed. It is an edition, on many accounts fupe- 
rior to any that had preceded it, and a valuable acqui- 
fition to the ftudent. Turning to analytics, we hail 
the extraordinary work of ‘a learned lady, Maria 
Gaetana Agnefitt ; not indeed a new work, having ex- 
ifted half a century, but new to Englith literature, and 
brought forward by the fucceffive labours of two dif. 
tinguifhed mathematicians, Profeffor Colfon and Mr. 
Heilins. Waving dwelt with fatisfa¢tion on the me- 
rits of the firft, we have ftill referved the fecond vo-

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Jume for. future notice. To the treatife of Mr. Wood- 
houfe onthe Principles of Analytical Calculation*, we could 
not give unmixed commendation. The author fhows 
himfelf an able mathematician, but, as an opponent 
of Newton’s doctrine of fluxions, he appears to us 
rather ambitious than fuccefsful. lr. Keith’s Trigo- 
nometryt, though not entirely without blemithes, is a 
ufeful and meritorious work. 

In mixed Mathematics, we have to notice Mr. Al- 
qood’s Differtation on the Confiruction of Archesf. 
Though we wifhed his demonftrations fimplified, we 
were by no means inclined todeny the merit or learn- 
ing of the work. A more popular, and much more 
eafy application of fcience is the doctrine of Per/pec- 
tive, fo ably taught, for practical ufe, by Mr. Ed- 
wards§. His book may be confidered as a comment 
on Brook Taylor’s Elements. Very different branches 
of fcience, however, claim our notice. 

In Chemiftry, the name of Dr. Black muft ever 
command refpect; and the pofthumous publication 
of his Leures], conducted by fo able an editor as 
Profeffor Robilon, will take its place, of right, as a 
ftandard book of inftruction. My. Accum’s Syftem of 
ChemifiryG, unites amufement with practical utility, 
and will find its purchafers among thole who either 
wifh for elementary inftru@ion, or philofophical re- 
laxation. On the Nomenclature of Chemiitry, Mr. 
Chenevix** has employed much acutenefs of thought ; 
and has combated the defpotifm of French Philofo- 
pers, without rejecting the ufcful parts of their la- 


urs. 

The new fcience of Galvani/m has been well illuf- 
trated by Signior Aldin/tt, the nephew of the difco~ 
verer ; and in conjunction with Eleéricity, of which 
it is now believed to be a branch, by Mr. Carpueft. 
Ihe co-operation of many able philofophers appears

at prefent to promife much extenfion to this new en~ 
ulry. , 
: ix (peaking of the Pbilofophical TranfaGions of 
London, we were guilty of an unintentional anticipa- 
tion*; due order is now reftored, by giving in the 
refent volume an account of what had been omitted, 
that is, the fecond part of the Tranfactions for 1802. 
Of the Roval Irifh Tranfaétious we have analyfed, in 
our prefent numbers, the eighth volume, which 
formed two confiderable articlest. This volume 
was publifhed in 1802, and. the ‘quantity of valua- 
ble matter comprifed in it is highly creditable to 
the Society by which it was produced. The Tranj/- 
aéfions of the Linnean Society, devoied exclufively to 
Natural Hiftory, are continued with ability and {pirit. 
The fitth and fixth volumes will be-found defcribed, 
rather than analyfed, in our Review for February 
laft§. We cannot always follow the whole detail of 
works which are very various in ther contents, how- 
ever refpectable in their origin or execution. We 
have nothing more at prefent, which relates to Na~ 
tural Hittory, excepting the tranflation of La Cepede’s 
work on Oviparous Quadrupeds, by Mr. Kerr]: the 
original not of tranfcendent merit, and the tranflation 
marked by fome faults, but not to be pafled by in 
filence. — 


MEDICINE. 


We have never feen our medical lift fo fcanty as it 
is at prefent. Whether the pens of the profeffion 
have been exclufively employed in thofe /Lort effays 
for which they receive immediate payment, or whe- 
ther our vigilance refpecting them has been in any 
degree remitted, we cannot undertake tofay. “Several

The Rules for the Management of Negroest, though not 
the work of ‘a profeffional: man, are in a great part 
medical, and being alfo judicious, may with propriety 
be recommended. The virtues of the Lichen I/landicus, 
‘as a remedy for pulmonary cenfumption, are f{trongly 
ftared by Mr. ReeceL; an@; in a complaint fo very 
defperate, everything that offers even a ray of ho 


deferves atrention. 


As a work of high importance, in. one- particular 
line, Mr. Home's Oofervations on Siridiures were long 
ago recommended§.- In his fecond‘ volume, latel 
noticed}, the very fagacious author give the‘refults- of 
a widely extended ‘experien¢e; and ‘communicates 
every thing which can tea&d ‘to make the practice fate 
and effieacious. - Mr. Neale’s Chirurgical Inflitutes§, 
though in fome degree mifnamed, offer: cafes that are 
certainly important, and obfervations that may fre- 
quently be ufeful.

The works. of Mr. Owen Cambridge are of fo 
mixed a nature, that they belong moft fitly to this 
place.

Cambridge, by any means devoid of intereft to the 
learned. A convenient and pleafing enumeration of 
the Colleges in that Univerfity, by Mr. Wil/on, bears 
the title of Memorabilia Cantabrigiet. The promife 
of the author to extend his labours to Oxford, will 
be expected to be in due time fulfilled. 

The contentions of the two leading powers of Eu. 
rope give at prefent a melancholy importance to 
works of a military kind; and there has been no 
one perhaps of ore value lately publifhed than 
that on the French Manauvres, by Colonel Macdonalat. 
He enables us to fight our inveterate enemies at their 
own weapons. A {mall volume, on the Duties of the 
Light Infantry, by General Ferry§, deferves alfo its fhare 
of attention. 

Of literary warfare, Mr. W. Gifford has proved him- 
felf not yet tired, by a fupplemental attack on the Cri- 
tical reviewers||. He fights undoubtedly with fharp 
and powerful weapons. Two {mall Dictionaries, for 
the ufe of young perfons, will conclude our prefent 
enumeration. The One of Polite LiteratureY, ac- 
companied by engravings, the other confined to An. 
cient Geography, by Mr. Charles Pye**. Both are 
convenient in form for common ufe, and may be con- 
fulted by learners. 

Here, then, we paufe again for the courfe of a few 
months. The afpect of the time continues louring! 
What events thofe months may produce, it is vain 
for man to conjecture; but we truft in Providence 
they will be fuch as fhall confirm the fecurity, prof- 
perity, and glory of the Britifh empire.
